Tlic  tovm  continues  to  be  served  for  the  iDurposes  of 
water  su^Dply  by  the  Bucks.  Y/ater  Boo.rd.  The  water  supply¬ 
ing  the  tovTn  is  derived  fron  t\70  souirces.  Ash  Yiill  deep 
well  and  IJ'oxcote.  Tiie  v/ater  proved  to  be  of  the  highest 
standard  of  ]purity  on  the  tliree  occasions  when  independent 
samples  were  submitted  for  examination  by  the  Council* 

The  total  \/ater  consumption  for  the  year  was  94,613,000 
gallons  wiiich  is  an  average  of  52  gallons  per  head  per 
day,  32,994,000  gallons  were  derived  from  Ash  Hill  and 
55,619,000  gallons  from  Poxcote, 

Commencing  on  Boxing  Bay,  26th,  December,  I962  we 
experienced  one  the  coldest  v/eather  periods  for  many  years 
and  in  consequence  before  the  break  of  this  long  cold 
spell  many  households  were  mtliout  a  permanent  supply  of 
water  available  to  the  dwelling.  During  January,  I963, 

Y/ater  services  and  comnunica.ting  pipes  to  a  number  of 
properties  were  frozen  in  addition  to  the  internal  Y/ater 
supply  systems.  In  the  majority  of  cases  it  was  feasible 
for  householders  to  obtain  water  from  nearby  properties 
to  Y/liich  a  supply  was  availa.ble,  but  it  was  necessary  in 
a  few  instances  to  sup^Dly  temporary  standpipes  from  fire 
hydrants  for  tlie  convenience  of  consumers. 

No  restrictions  v/ere  placed  upon  the  use  cf  water  tlirough- 
out  tl'ie  year.

Considerable  develoiDneiit  took  place  the  year  on 

the  tiill  View  and  Foxgate  residential  sites  and  the  Council 
have  approved  a  further  projposal  for  the  erection  of  42 
dv/ellings  on  the  ITalnut  Close  Estate.  The  whole  of  this 
constructed  and  proposed  development  vd.ll  discliarge  its 
sewage  into  the  Wolverton  Road  sewer  together  wi'tii  the 
large  volume  of  sewage  of  the  M.l.  Motorway  Service  iirea 
and  the  question  of  the  duplication  or  enlargement  of  this 
foul  sewer  lias  been  considered  by  your  Public  Health 
Committee  but  at  the  present  time  no  decision  has  been 
taken . 

A  report  of  the  Council* s  Consulting  Engineers,  dated 
21st.  December,  I96I  on  the  projiosal  to  construct  a  new 
surface  v/a.ter  sewer  in  Vv'olverton  Road  has  been  considered 
by  your  Public  Health  Committee. 

The  construction  of  a  further  length  of  surface  water 
sewer  beneaih  the  highv/ay  footpath  of  lalces  Lane  was 
completed.  This  should  assist  in  the  prevention  of 
flooding  in  this  residential  area. 

There  v/ere  no  incidents  of  flooding  during  the  year 
in  this  district. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  population  of  the  town  the 
enlargement  of  the  sev/age  v/orks  to  adequately  deal  vdLth 
the  greater  flow  of  sevTage  has  been  considered  by  your 
Committee  and  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  have  been 
requested  to  examine  tiie  position  and  to  report  back.

4*  RBEBSE  COLIECTIQN  MB,  pjgPQSi^. 

In  order  a.dcquately  to  collect  the  considerahle  quantities 
of  refuse  ]produced  at  the  M*l.  Motorway  Service  ibrea^  the 
Council  took  delivery  in  Novemher^  1962  of  a  Shelvoke  and 
Drovwy  fore  and  aft  tipping  refuse  vehicle  v/ith  provision 
for  lifting  and  enp tying  the  cu.  yard  hins  in  use  at 
these  promises*  This  vehicle  is  used  for  tiie  collection 
of  domestic  refuse  from  the  other  properties  in  the  ten-m. 

The  b-arrier  side  loa.ding  vehicle  is  still  retained  a.s 
a  standby  and  is  also  used  as  a  general  peirpose  vehicle 
on  other  Council  services 


Your  Committee  have  considered  the  introduction  of  the 
paper  hag  refuse  recepticles  and  liave  decided  that  Council 
dwellings  to  he  constructed  sliall  he  served  with  this 
system « 


SECTION  D  ~  Housing  ACT* 


In  1955  and  1959  the  Council  adopted  schedules  of 
properties  v/hich  it  ‘v/as  considered  v/ere  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  at  reason¬ 
able  e:qDensev  These  schedules  contained  104  dwellings 
and  of  tliis  nui.iber  47  have  been  demolished,  undertalcings 
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not  to  relet  have  been  received  in  respect  of  31  unoccupied 
properties  and  undertalcings  not  to  relet  in  respect  of  3 
occupied  properties  have  been  given..  The  Council  have 
acquired  4  dwellings.-  wi.tli  a  viev/  to  denolltion  and  the 
remaining  19  vd.ll  be-  carried  forv/ard  to  a'fUrt'her  schedule 
of  unfit  properties  to  be  considered  by  the  Council  during 

1963* 

The  Priory  Street  area  of  the  town  contains  a  considerable 
number  of  proioerties  v/hich  have  reached  a  state  of  unfitness 
and  the  Council’s  Housing  Committee  ha.ve  requested  the 
County  Planning  Deipartment  to  i^rex^are  a  layout  scheme  for  the 
area  vd-th  a  view  to  the  clearance  and  redevelopment  of  the 
area. 

Eight  Council  owned  dwellings  were  completed  and  occupied 
during  the  year^  and  66  dv/ellings  constructed  by  private 
enterprise  were  occupied  for  the  first  time. 

9  Improvement  Grant  a.pp Ideations  were  approved  during  the 
ycELT  together  vd-th  6  applications  for  Standard  Grants. 


1.  GEIMIAL 


Tlie  Cleansing  of  highwa.ys  has  continued  by  similar 
method  as  previous.  The  district  higliways  comprise  seven 
miles,  and  in  addition  the  scavenging  of  approximately 
0*60  miles  of  classified  highway  is  undertaken  on  behalf 
of  the  Bucks,  County  Council.  No  mechanical  metiiods  are 
available  and  sweeping  by  manual  team  and  street  orderly 
is  employed.  The  cleansing  of  gullies  is  carried  out  by 
manual  means  by  labour  employed  directly  by  the  Council.
